63. A system that suppl e m e nt for a traditional style, liv e auction that 
in s tantaneously integrates a remote auction audience with an onsite auction audience for 
a traditional-style, live auction, w hile leaving an auctioneer in compl e t e control of the 
auction event, the system comprising: 

ayideo system means fo rt hat is operable to transmitting instantaneously 
live video data from a live auction site to one or more remote auction bidders having 
bidding devices means -that are operable to fe ^receiveing the data and fer-to transmitting 
instantaneously remote auction bids for an items being auctioned at a live auction site; 

axlerk system mean s fo rt hat is operable to instantaneously r e qu e sting and 
accepting p rocess auction bids received from onsite auction bidders and from remote 
auction bidders for the items being auctioned at the live auction site; and 

abid system means fo rt hat is operable to instantaneously: 
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broadcasting instantan e ously to remote auction bidders the auction 

bid information for the item(s) being auctioned at the live auction site; fef 

instantaneously receiveing auction bids from remote auction 

bidders for the item(s) being auctioned at the live auction site; and fef 

broadcasting instantaneously t o all remote auction bidders and to 

the clerk system the onsite and remote auction bids that are accepted and rejected-by^he 
cl e rk system means as directed by an auction e er . 

64. (amended) The method of claim 13 wherein the marquee system means 
instantaneously displays the identity of the remote auction bidder whose remote auction 
bid has been accepted. 

65. The method of claim 31 wherein the amount of the bid is visually 
displayed, which will be instantaneously submitted upon activation of the bid button by a 
remote auction bidder. 

66. The method of claim 23 wherein a live auctioneer is able to 
instantaneously accept auction bids from on-site auction bidders and from remote auction 
bidders. 

67. The method of claim 23 wherein the remote auction bidders are able to 
instantaneously follow an accepted bid sequence established by the live auctioneer. 

68. The method of claim 23 wherein the remote auction bidders are able to 
instantaneously follow a requested bid sequence established by the live auctioneer. 

69. (new) The remote bidding system of claim IK wherein the remote auction 
bidders can access the data mining system to review the history. 
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70. (new) The method of claim 18, further comprising the step of a remote 
auction bidder accessing the data mining system to review the history. 

71. (new) The remote bidding supplement of claim 6, wherein the bid system 
can select from multiple bidding engines. 

72. (new) The method of claim 12, further comprising the step of providing 
multiple bidding engines that can be selected by an auctioneer prior to the start of the live 
auction. 

73. (new) The method of claim 14 further comprising the step of degrading 
service upon determination of network packet loss by limiting the audio streaming 
initially, and upon continued packet loss, stopping the audio streaming to ensure optimal 
auction bidding performance throughout. 

74. (new) The supplement of claim 9, wherein the audio capabilities are 
integrated into the bidding device. 
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
